RAILWAY STATION 
TO BE NEAR LOOP, 


Northwestern to Build Depot 


for Suburban Trains on 
State Street, Just 
North of River. 


COMPANY NOW OWNS SITE 


Change Means a Long Step To- 
ward Relief of Congestion of 
Traffic in the Down- 
town District. 


A new downtown raflroad station, within 
three or four blocks of the heart of Chicago's 
shopping district and for the exclusive ac- 
commodation of its immense suburban erw. 
ice, is the novel railroad operating project 
which the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road will undertake in connection with the 
building of its new $20,000,000 central station 
extending from Lake street to Madison and 
fronting on Canal street. 

The néw suburban station, which ts de- 
signed to take from the new station and the 
old Wells street depot all euburban treffic 
and increase the terminal facilities of both 
freight and passenger departments through 
segregating different kinds of traffie business, 
will be located at State and North Water 
streets, on the property now used by the 
Northwestern for its yards and switch tracks. 


Information Reaches Public. 

Information of the plans of the railroad 
company to offer to ite suburban petrons vast- 
ly more convenient service reached the pub 
lic yesterday through indisputable sources, 

With the erection of the two new stations, 
the one to accommodate the through passen- 
ger business and the other to be given ovér 
exclusively to, more frequent and convenient 
suburban traffic, and both to be conducted 
separately with the minimum of congestion 
and the maximum of safety, the old Wells 
street station, the capacity of which long has 
been outgrewn, will be eliminated from the 
number of Chicago's railroad stations. A 
portion of the old strueture will be torn down 
to make room for terminal facilities. 


Will Relieve 

Thie change will mean a long step toward 
the solution of Chicago's downtown conges- 
tion problem. In place of compelling the 
railroad’s thousands of suburban patrons to 
converge from all parts of the loop into one 
traffic choked thoroughfare during the rush 
hours of the day the new stations will have 
the effect of spreading the traffic and turning 
it from badly congested avenues into less 
traveled streets. From Clark street traffic 
will be diverted to North State street and 
Dearborn avenue for suburban service and to 
Madison, Washington and Lake streets for 
the great central station and through pas- 
senger traffic. | 


While the Northwestern's project means 
much to workers witirin the Gowntowr loop” 
| district through minimized street congestion | 


and better localtrant portation facilities it will 
will be of great advantage and convenience 
to suburban residents. Passengers will be 
set down on State street within easy radius 
of the great State street stores and in a thor- 
oughfare where congested traffic conditions 
least prevail. 

The new station will be within two blocks 
of the loops of the State street ine and within 
four blocks of the Cottage Grove end Indiana 
avenue car lines in Wabash avenue. 


Official Announcement Held Back. 

Northwestern officials, while net yet ready 
to make public details regarding the exact 
location and architecture of the new subur- 
ban station, have announced that the grow- 
ing demands for the service are responsible 
for the project of the company to establish 
a station. within easy access of the State 
street shopping district and free from condi- 
tions of traffic congestion which now necessi- 
tate the elimination of the old depot. With 
the property between Welle street and the 
old station and Rush street along North Wa- 
ter street owned by the raliroad company and 
laid with tracks at present devoted to yards 
and switching purposes, the physical dificul- 
tles in connection with establishing a sep- 
arate suburban station are minimized. 


Downtown Suburban Service. 

With the building of the new central sta- 
tion and the transfer of the heavy volume of 
passenger service several blocks farther 
south and the consequent tearing down of the 
Wells street station nothing will remain for 
the Northwestern but to shift its terminal 
facilities, erect the new State street station, 
and establish downtown suburban service. 

Tentative plans and elevations for the new 
structure are under conelderation and it is 
reported that a complete survey of the prop- 
erty has been made looking to the building of 
the depot as one of the first moves in the 
Northwestern's plan of improvement for its 
Chicago terminus. It is expected that definite 
plans and announcements concerning the 
building of the State street station will be 
made within the near future and that actual 
work will begin simultaneously with the 
erection of the central station, for which 
the ground along Canal street now is being 
cleared.

Many Solutions Offered. 

The first motion in the case was that all 
six of the elected delegates should be seated 
With a vote each in spite of the call. It was 
defeated and a motion was made that the 
first two delegates on the list should be 
seated. The third suggestion was that the 
six delegates should draw lots and the two 
successful ones should be seated. 

Senator Scott of West Virginia moved that 
two delegates be seated—which two was not 
mentioned—and as a substitute motion: Solo- 
mon Luna, the committeeman from New 
Mexico, proposed that all six should be seat- 
ed with a third of a vote each.

After citing the value of the foreigners in 
building up the country, the need of labor in 
the south and the west, and the desirability 
of placing this help where it would be most 
welcome, the resolution asxs the convention 
to corporate in its platform recommendations 
as follows: 

A recommendation for the maintenance of the 
present immigration laws, which are sufficient to 
dar out such undesirable immigrants as the dis- 


eased and incapable. 

A recommendation that congress enact a law 
providing free transportation to immigrants and 
native Americans for the laboring classes who go 
from the congested to the unpopulated regions of 
the United States with the intention of settling in 
the latter. 

A recommendation that congress provide for the 
Geportation of alien residents in this country who 
have been convicted of felonies. 

The resolution was accompanied by a state- 
ment of the privileges of immigrants in the 
Argentine republic, which shelters its new 
arrivals for five days and provides them with 
transportation to their proposed homes.

BLACK MEN FLAY ROOSEVELT 


Rumor President Is to Be Re- 
nominated Arouses Wrath. 


TAFT IS DENOUNCED AISO. 


Large Meeting of Colored Citizens Is 
Held in Bethel Church. 


The “bdiack troops” of the “allies” re- 
sumed the assault upon the Taft candidacy 
last night at Bethel church, Thirtieth and 
Dearborn streets. Having been beset by the 
dread rumor that President Roosevelt may 
be nominated instead of Taft, they included 
the president in their terms of invective and 
declared that a cholce between Taft and 
Roosevelt would be like choosing between 
DI and damnation.” 

It was the largest meeting yet held in the 
anti-Taft campaign. Probably 1,200 negroes 
were present to sing and applaud when sen- 
timerits from the platform pleased them and 
to hiss the name of John Sharp Williams 
and former Gov. Vardaman of Mississippi, 
which eventually were introduced to furnish 
something to hiss at. 

Innuendoes of bribery, embracing every- 
thing from a dinner at the Palmer house 
to the subsidizing of ministers ang church 
trustees, were delivered with an easy vim. 
Speakers vied with one another in asserting 
that the republican party will go down and 
out at the next election if Taft or Roosevelt 
is nominated. 


Republican Defeat Predicted. 


A long resolution stating that the negroes 
are unalterably opposed to Taft and Roose- 
velt on account of their action in the Browne 
ville affair and inferences drawn from their 
public utterances, was adopted. The resclu- 
tion declared that the negroes will not vote 
for either of the men named and that with- 
out the negro vote the republican party will 
be defeated at the next election. 

The principal speaker of the evening was 
the Rev. J. Milton Waldron, president of the 
National Negro American political league. 

The league speaks for 600,000 voters, he 
said. ‘‘ The negroes are opposed to the nom- 
ination of Mr. Taft. He is a bolter and an 
enemy to republicans of the Lincoln, Sumner, 
and Grant type. He went into Ohio in a re- 
cent gubernatorial election and advised the 
républicans to bolt the party, thereby defeat- 
ing Gov. Herrick, and with the aid of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt he has waged an unscrupu- 
lous and wicked warfare upon Gov. Herrick, 
Senator Foraker, and other stalwart and life- 
long republicans. 

“Mr. Taft is not a republican and never 
has been one in the true sense of the term. 
He is to all intents and purposes a free trad- 
er, a bolter, a political eclectic, more of a 
democrat than anything else. 


Boasta of Negroes’ Power. 


The negroes hold the balance of power in 
Indiana, Ohio, New Jersey, Kentucky, Mis- 
souri, New York, West Virginia, [linois, and 
Delaware, and they are well organized in

If there is anything more Mr. Gompers 
wants he may announce it later. He expects 
to have a hearing before the committee on 
resolutions. 

The allſes have determined to make a 
fight against the insertion of any anti-in- 
junction plank in the platform. Although 
the one proposed by the Taft people is an ex- 
tremely mild one—nothing, in fact, but that 
no orders shall issue without notice to the 
other side, and all hearings shall be had 
promptly—it is declared to be too radical, 
infringing on the functions of the courts and, 
what is more, sayoring too much of Bryan- 
ism to have a place in a republican platform. 


Supervision of Securities. 

A new suggestion was made during the day 
as to the proposition for a government su- 
pervision of railway securities. The propo- 
nents, being willing to concede that Senator 
Spoener is right in his contention that a 
statute empowering the federal government 
to pass on such securities would not stand the 
test of the courts, raised the point there 
could be no legal objection to strengthening 
the federal criminal statutes which provide 
punishment for persons using the mails for 
purposes of fraud so as.to cover cases where 
worthless stocks and bonds or obligations 
based on insufficient security are unloaded on 
a credulous public. 

It was pointed out that the federal courts 
are hearing cases daily where promoters of 
bogus mining and other companies are tried 


for selling their stocks under false pre-. 


tenses and that the difference between them 
and the manager of a big railway company 
doing practically the same thing is only one 
of degree and not of kind. 

Advocates of various reforms are already 
getting ready for an onalaught on the com- 
mittee. 

Planks Urged by Women. 

The women suffrage people will make their 
regular attempt to have a plank inserted in 
the platform favoring the submission of a 
constitutional amendment allowing women to 
vote. 

The anti-ealoon people are making a double 
attack. One set asks for a plank favoring 
local option as now embodied in the state 
laws of Illinois and Indiana. The other 
wants straightout prohibition throughout the 
United States. The Women’s Christian 
Temperance union has prepared this address 
to the committee: 

The National Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance union, representing 300,000 members 
in. the United. States of America, urgently 
aeks that the national convention of the re- 
publican party now in session in Chicago. 
III., shall declare itself in favor of the right 
of the people to prohibit the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage; 

Also, that states prohibiting the liquor 
traffic should be protected from the original 
package businese now thrust upon them un- 
der the present interstate commerce law; 

“That federal tax receipts should be de- 
nied to or forfeited by men who attempt to 
deliver or sell intoxicating liquor in states 
where such sale is prohibited; 

“That provision should be made for an 
amendment to the constitution of the United 
States forever prohibiting polygamy and un- 
lawful cohabitation.’’

New Tk, June 12.—The American News- 
paper PuDlishers’ association has submitted 
the following plank in the republican plat- 
form for the consideration of the committee 
on resolutions:

National Federation Officers Dis- 
cuss Anti-Injunction Plank. 


MITCHELL TALKS POLITICS. 


Leader Is Ready to Take the Nomina- 
tion for Governor. 


i. 


John Mitchell, former president of the 
United Mine Workers; Samuel Gompers, 
Vice President Joseph Valentine, and Secre- 
tary Frank Morrison of the National Federa- 
tion of Labor, who arrived in Chicago yes- 
terday, held an informal conference last 
evening as to-the advisability of asking the 
incorporation of a tentative anti-injunction 
plank in the republican platform. 

Counsel was taken in advance of the meet- 
ing of the executive board of the national 
federation, which opens this morning, and 
an effort was made to line up the business 
that will be presented. Mr. Gompers was 
confined to his room at the Kaiserhof by a 
slight illness, and the other members of the 
executive committee gathered around his 
bedside, talking informally. 

We merely discussed some of the ques- 
tions that are to arise during the meeting.“ 
said the national leader of the workingmen, 
„ and we reached no definite conclusions, 
The question of asking the national conven- 
tion next week to take action in our favor 
will be presented to the entire executive 
committee for action before that step is 
determined upon. 

„% We have not drafted the plank that we 
may ask for and will not do so until we have 
given the situation due thought. We feel 
that we are entitled to consideration from 
the party, but the advisability of asking a 
declaration against the labor injunction 
process has not been settled.“ 


Says Discussion Was Informal. 

„It was merely an informal meeting.“ said 
John Mitchell, and we won't get down to 
business until morning. Then Mr. Gompers 
may have something to say about what we 
want from the republican convention. . The 
subject hardly was raised tonight.” 

Mr. Mitchell appeared to be in good health. 
He said that be felt better than for a long 
time. In discussing his candidacy he said he 
will defer making a definite announcement 
until after the state labor political conference 
to be held at Springfield on Sunday, June 21. 

As to his chances of success in the event 
he is nominated the former, miners’ leader 
"said he believed them 0 be good inasmuch as 
he expects to receive the solid support of 
400,000 trade unionists in the state, including 
60,000 miners. 

“TI prefer not to speak much about my 
candidacy at the present time,” said Mr. 
Mitchell. I consider the matter to be in- 
definite, as yet. I shall make a definite an- 
nouncement following the labor conference 
on June 21. It depends a great deal upon 
what is done politically by the labor men 
taking part in that meeting. 

Mitchell Hears of Petitions. 


„The petitions being circulated in my be- 
half by friends in Chicago I knew nothing 
about until I read it in the newspapers, While 
I did not authorize the circulating of peti- 
tione, I don’t object to it. . 

‘Equally important, however, is the elee- 
tion of labor men to congress and to the 
state legisiature.. It is on favorable legis- 
lation that labor demands more than office. 
In this connecton I would warn trade union- 
ists against signing petitions that will de- 
prive them of their vote at their party pri- 
maries. 

“Trade untonists in this campaign should 
see to it that good, clean labor men are nomi- 
nated on both the republican and democratic 
tickets. The only way to do that is to vote at 
the primaries of their party for candidates 
friendly to labor’s demands, or for labor men 
put up by trade unionists.” 

Federation to Indorse Candidate. 
Mr. Mitchell’s candidacy undoubtedly wil) 
be discussed and indorsed by the executive 
council of the American Federation of Labor. 
The political action committee of the Chi- 
cago federation will take the matter up Mon- 
day evening and it is predicted that a 
Mitchell campaign committee will be organ- 
ized within a few days. 

Referring to the statement made by James 
W. Van Cleave, president of the Nationa! 
Association of Manufacturers, to the effect 
that President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor is a democrat and 
should not dutt into the republican con- 
vention with suggestions of anti-injunction 
planks, Mr. Mitchell said: 

“In seeking the adoption of an ant!-in- 
junction plank in the republican platform 
Mr. Gompers is acting in a representative 
capacity. Personal and political views cut 
no figure. He is demanding reforms in be- 
halt of the workingmen of the nation, and 
whether Mr. Gompers is a democrat or re- 
publican makes no difference. 

“ The executive council will make the same 
demands on the democratic conyention at 
Denver. Mr. Gompers religiously and politt- 


cally is a trade unionist. I never knew what : 
his party politics is.”

Although it is conceded that Senator Dol- 
liver of Iowa is the favored candidate of 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Taft for 
the vice presidential nomination, other can- 
didates, especially those who are on the 
ground, are displaying great activity. Two 
of them opened headquarters at the Audi- 
torlum Annex yesterday. 

They are deriving considerable encourage- 
ment from the fact that there is strong 
opposition to Senator Dolliver from his 
own political friends, who profess that they 
are inspired altogether by the future polit- 
tel interests of the senator. Their argu- 
ment is that they do not wish to see Mr. 
Dolliver’s promising political career frosted 
by four years as a vice president. 

Advices from Washington indicate that 
another effort will be made to induce Sen- 
ator Dolliver to accept the nomination. It 
was said that Senator William E. Borah of 
Idaho, as a representative of the president 
and secretary of war, would call upon 
Mr. Dolliver at his home in Fort Dodge 
before the convention opens for this pur- 
pose. Mr. Borah recently made the state- 
ment that Mr. Ilver could have the vice 
presidential n nation ff he would ac- 


cept it. 
Iowans Talk the Matter Over.

George E. Roberts, president of the Com- 


' qmercial National bank of this city, formerly 


@irector of the mint, and a native of Iowa; 
Lafayette Young, Ernest E. Hart, and sev- 
eral other Iowans talked the situation over 
in the lobby at the Coliseum Annex.

state to precipitate a faction fight there on 
the eve of a presidential election. 

It has been intimated from high quarters 
near to Taft and Roosevelt that if the New 
York delegation could get together it might 
possibly name the vice presidential candi- 
date. New York is undoubtedly a doubtful 
state under certain conditions. Its state offi- 
cers, with the exception of the governor him- 
self, are republican. The new candidate for 
governor, who 1s likely to be Speaker Wads- 
worth, is hendicapped by the fact that 
he was on the wrong side of the race 


track issue. 
that if the state hed a candidate on the na- 
tional ticket its electoral vote could be safe- 
ly counted upon by the republicans. 

Therefore, it was that the New York lead- 
ers, although they were not responsible for 
the action taken by Mr. Littauer urging 
Gov. Hughes to, retire, in view of the cer- 
tain nomination of Taft on the first ballot, 
were delighted to hear of it. They were 
prepared to put out a candidate of their own 
who most likely would have been James 
S. Sherman, one of the most popular mem- 
bers of the house of representatives, a like- 
ly candidate for speaker, should Cannon 
ever retire, chairman of the republican con- 
gressional committee, and generally speak- 
ing, one of the best equipped men in public 
life. If he could not united upon there 
was the secretary of the treasury, George 
Bruce Cortelyou. He does not carry much 
political weight with the organization, but 
he is at least a New York man, and his 
nomination would be particularly acceptable 
to the heavy financial interests below Har- 
lem bridge. 

Leaders in a Quandary. 


Now the New York leaders are in a quan- 
dary. The governor.says in the Littauer 
telegram: 

„So far as the presidential nomination is 
concerned, my. attitude remains practically 
what it has been from the outset. The dele- 
gates are responsible to their constituents.” 

Any man can read this to suit himself, pro- 
vided he understands that Gov. Hughes was 
never of his own. motion actively a candi- 
date for the presidency. He did permit his 
friends to take the matter in hand, but he 
never gave it much countenance, and it must 
be sald to his credit that he seemed to be 
devoid of personal ambition in thie direction 
almost entirely. The governor does not with- 
draw because he never put himselt inte the 
race, Certain congressional! conventions did 
instruct their delegates to vote for Hughes 
for the presidency. Those delegates will un- 


It has been evident, however, 


| doubtedly feel obliged to obey their instruc- 
tions in view of the Littauer telegram, be- 
cause the governor does not actually with- 
draw his name from consideration. 

At the same time, it must be apparent to dis- 
interested people that the New York delega- 
tion, in view of this telegraphic correspond- 
ence, will be at liberty to go ahead and unite 
on a vice presidential candidate if they can 
do so. The governor has been notified by one 
of his trusted friends that Taft's nomination 
is absolutely certain on the finst ballot. He 
does not inetruct or request any of the dele- 
gates to vote for him for the presidency, leav- 
ing them to settle with their constituents over 
the matter of instructions. He does remove 
himself from the vice presidential field en- 
tirely and finally. 

Means Much for Sherman. 

No taint of disloyalty to the governor can 
now attach to any New York\delegates who 
seek to get together for the laudable purpose 
of securing a place on the national ticket for 
the Empire state. This, of course, means 
much for Representative Sherman. He has 
behind him the support of a great majority of 
the delegation. He s known favorably from 
one end of the state to the other, and it is a 
fact undeniably true that with him on the 
ticket New York state would be practically 
certain to elect a republican electoral ticket.

RETURNS THEFT FOURFOLD. 


Anonymous Writer Had Already Sent 
$12,000 to the Government

Washington, D. C., June 12.— [Special. 
Some person mailed an envelope in Jersey 
City which brought just $8,000 to the gov- 
ernment’s conscience fund today. 

A clerk in the public moneys division of the 
treasury department opened an envelope in 
the due course of mall and nearly fainted 
when he unrolied a wad of bills that reminded 
him of the day he once spent in the suburbs 
of Washington when the race tracks flour- 
ished. There was a choice collection of Uncle 
Sam's engraved stationery in a great many 
denominations, from the $1,000 kind down to 
paltry fifties. 

A written communication came along with 
the money, It bore no name, but said that 
the writer had supplied the conscience fund 
on previous occasions with money amounting 
to 312.000. $8,000 in one consignment and 
$4,000 in another. j 

“This makes fourfold the amount I took 
originally,’’ said the anonymous writer. 

The person, whoever it was, seemed to be 
dealing in correct statements, for the books 
of the division showed that on two separate 
occasions there had been received at the 
treasury department amounts which ac- 
corded to the figures given. The $20,000 which 
the conscience stricken persen was anxious 
to give back to the government was appar- 
ently complete.

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BITTER IN SCHOOL MERTING 


Management Committee Has Ac- 
rimonious Session for Finish. 


VOTE SUPPORTS MR. COOLEY. 


Schneider Attacked -on Finances by. 
White and Sonsteby. 


A four hour session filled with acrimonious 
discussion—an hour and a half of it behind 
closed doors—marked the present school 
board’s final meeting of the school manage- 
ment committee yesterday. It was an occa- 
sion for the relieving of much pent-up feeling, 
and more than one of the trustees used it to 
good advantage. 

Much of the heat was generated by: Trus- 
tees Sonsteby and White, who led a strenu- 
ous attempt to override President Schneider 
and secure an immediate raising of the sal- 
aries of all principals, high school teachers, 
and manual training instructors. Mr. Schnei- 
der and other members of the finance com- 
mittee who were present ventured to point 
out that there are no funde available fon the 
purpose, but this only irritated the two trus 


tees. 

Mr. White charged the president with find- 
ing plenty of money for his pet schemes, and 
cited the recent improvement at the John 
Worthy school as a case in point. Mr. Sons- 
teby went his colleague one betten and gave 
the president the lie direct. 

Special Committee Investigates. 

Both men were calmed measurably by the 
appointment of a special committee to in- 
vestigate the matter again and report before 
the next board meeting. By the time the 
executive session, and with it the question of 
Supt. Cooley's reélection, was reached, Mr. 
Sonsteby was quiet enough to content him- 
self with a silent vote—against Mr. Cooley. 

* Trustee Post voted with Mn Sonsteby. The 

remainder of the committee Trustees Cam- 
eron, Dawes, Robinson, White, Kohn, 
Schneider, Mise Addams, and Mrs. Blaine 
voted to recommend to the board that Mr. 
Cooley be re@lected. The question will come 
up for final action at the board meeting next 
Wednesday night. 

The salary discussion was precipitated by a 
communication from the elementary school 
manual training instructors, asking for an 
increase of $200 a year apiece, the maximum 
salary to be placed at $1,600 instead of $1,400.

Turn this over to the finance 
committee and don't you worry about their 
finding $17,500. I want thie settled by ‘the 
old board! 

May I suggest,”’ said Mr. Dawes at this 
point, that we found e deficit of $600,000, 
and had that much less to appropriate at the 
beginning of the ear? When that's out of 
the way, we can go ahead.“ 

Mr. Sonsteby was one of the leaders in the 
Dunne board, and Mr. Dawes’ suggestion 
touched a sore spot.

Carl D. Kinsey, Owner, Says Colored 
Family Offered More Money. 


A race war that bids fair to prove @isas- 
trous to the peace of mind of the neighbor- 
hood has entered the tranquil precincts of 
Oakenwald avenue. 

More than 100 property owners and resi- 
dents of the neighborhood held an indigna- 
tion meeting last evening at the home of Mrs. 
W. S. Grear, 4519 Oaken wald avenue, to pro- 
test against the moving in of a colored family 
at 4521, a house belonging to Carl D. Kinsey 
345 Humboldt avenue. 

The sentiments expressed at the meeti 
were of the most vigorous character. Mr. 
Kinsey's action in renting his house to abol- 
ored family was denounced as outrageous ”’ 
and an insult to the community and at the 
close of the meeting a petition was prepared 
and signed by every one present asking Mr. 
Kinsey to reconsider his action and have the 
lease canceled. 


Residents Fear an Invasion. 


Residents of the street declare that no negro 
family ever has lived there and that the 
entrance of the family in question would be 
but the beginning of an invasion which would 
ruin property values. Mr. Kinsey. they say, 
has refused once to consider the request of 
the property owners. If he persists in his 
attitude some legal steps against him may 
be devised. Attorney Emil C. Wetten, who 
lives at 4568 Oakenwald avenue, is one of the 
leaders in the protest, and Mrs. Grear has 
signified her intention of retaining him as her 
counsel in case she should find it necessary 
to resort to legal action. 

Mr. Kinsey, when appealed to by repre- 
sentatives of the property owners, said that 
he had been able to get from the negro family 
a rent of $50 a month, which was $10 more 
than he had been offered by any other pros- 
pective tenant. In view of this, he said, he 
saw no reason why he should not rent his 
property to whom he saw fit, and indeed 
could afford to do nothing else. 

Said to Be a Gambler. 

A report has been circulated among the 
Oakemwald avenue residents that their fu- 
ture neighbor is a notorious negro gambler. 
This, while it has not been cornoborated, has 
not served to allay the feeling of the people 
in any degree.

A new plan for a boulevard link to con-

ence to the plans now in possession of the 
board. 


The new plan calls for a street connecting 
Michigan avenue at Randolph street with 
Lincoln Park boulevard at Chicago avenue. 
From Lake street to the river and from the 
river north to Indiana street the plan calls 
for an elevated roadway, the inclines start- 
ing from Lake and Indiana streets re- 
spectively. This would cause the boulevard 


to pass over South Water street, river, North 


Water, Michigan, and Illinois streets, and 
#t is planned to have openings in the solid 

@asonry wall supporting the approaches of 

the boulevard, for the accommodation of 

¢ross Hine traffic on those streets. 


Approaches Filled In Solid. 

These passageways are to be inclosed with 
masonry, and the approaches from Lake 
street to South Water street and from In- 
Giana street to Illinois: street will be Allied 
solid and flanked with granite retaining 
The remainder 
of the approaches are to be carried on steel 
construction and inclosed on the east and 
west sides with solid masonry. Connections 
between the north and south ends of the 
are planned through a single 
deck bascule bridge over the river, with 
stairways leading down to grade level. Other 
stairways are shown by the plan at South 
Water, Michigan, and Illinois streets. The 
entire boulevard is designed with ornamental 
lamp posts, broad sidewalks, and a double 
roadway. 

The construction of the boulevard involves 
the removal ot the buildings lying between 
Michigan avenue and Baubien court. from 
Randolph street to the river, this being the 
path of the south part of the roadway. On 
the north side a strip of land about fifty feet 


‘wide on the west side of Pine street, from 


the river to Chicago avenue, would be re- 
quired. _ 

From Randolph street to the river the 
width of the boulevard would be 125 feet, 
Givided into a seventy-five foot roadway and 
two twenty-five foot sidewalks. North of 
the river the total width is shown as 114 feet. 
of which seventy feet is roadway and forty- 


‘four feet is divided into the sidewalks on 


each side. Michigan avenue is left in its 


present condition, with the exception of a 


reduction of the sidewalk width on the east 
side to ten feet, and Baubien court is un- 
disturbed. 

Cost Is $5,100,000. 


The cost of the proposed boulevard, accord- 
ing to estimates by the engineers of the board 
of local improvements, would be about 
$1,100,000, including material and labor. 
‘Land and buildings which would have to be 
acquired would cost about $4,000,000 more. 
Of this cost, an amount ranging from 83 per 
cent to 50 per cent would probably fall tothe 


eity, in the opinion of members of the board 
of local improvements, on the ground that 


the improvement is a “public benefit and 


of value to all citizens. : 


A report of real estate experts made to the 
board in 1905, when the boulevard link project 
first was getting under way, outlined an as- 
sessment district for the remainder, reach- 
ing North avenue on the north side to 
Thirty-third street on the south, the latter 
etreet furnishing an outlet for the entire 
south park system. The same estimate 
placed 87% per cent of the amount to be 
raised by assessment upon the district north 
of the river and 62% per cent upon the south 
djstrict. 


Under the statute, the payment of these as- 
seasments may be extended over a period 
of twenty years. The responsibility of doing 
the work and the payment for it should be 
undertaken by. the city, and not by the park 
- gyutem, in the opinion of the members of the 
board of local improvements, becausesif the 

k board paid for it the cost would be met 
by bonds which would first have to be sub- 
mitted to voters of the respective park dis- 
tricts and which would be paid for by taxes 
levied upon property within the areas of the 
park district. Under the present plan part 
payment by the city will serve to lighten th 
burden. — 

5 Arguments tor the Plan. 

Among the arguments for the proposed 
plan which are now under consideration by 
the board are the following: 

The light vehlele traffic in Michigan ave- 
nue, ‘said to be the heaviest of its kind in the 
city, should not mix with the heavy east and 
west freight traffic on cross streets, to the 
discomfiture of both. 

This east and west traffic, going to freight 
bouses and wholesale houses, will inevitably 
grow with the growth of the city. - 

The heavy traffic is largely of great bulk 
and could not be handled under a grade road- 
way through subways. 

As to the property interests. it is arg::ed 
that the proposed bridge with approaches 


beginning at Lake and Indiana streets, will 


‘mot damage any property in that section, 


while, by tearing down buildings on the east 


side of Michigan avenue, more light and air 
will be given, with a more pleasing outlook, 
to buildings on the west side. It is also point- 


“ed out that property on the west side of 


Michigan avenue, having the use of the street 
almost solely for teaming purposes, will be 
more valuable than at present on that ac- 
count.

ing Law Into acd 


HOW 1 MAY 1 


Method of Obtaining Additional Issue 
Will Be Explained Later. 


Washington. D. 1 Sune 12. 1 
Cortelyou today made public a freasury de- 
partment circular carrying into effect the 
new currency act approved May 30 last. 
After quoting the act the secretary calls at- 
tention to the fact that there are two meth- 
ods of applying for additional national bank 
currency under its provisions. 

Banks occupying contiguous territory may 
organize curreney associations providing 
there are at least ten banks in each associa- 
tion with minimum aggregate capital and 
surplus of at least $5,000,000, while the in- 
dividual banks must have an unimpaired 
capital and surplus of not less than 20 per 
cent. Any member of such an asscciation 
with outstanding circulating notes of not less 
than 40 per cent of its capital may obtain 
additional circulating notes under section 1 
of the act. 

Protection for All Banks. 

National banks of the same standing. as 
to capital and surplus, but not members of 
an association, may obtain additional cir- 
culation under section.8 of the act. In 
order that all national banks entitled to take 
out additional circulation may join currency 
associations, the secretary of the treasury 
reserves the right to add to and include in 
the territory of an association any con- 
tiguous territory containing national banks 
which would otherwise be excluded from or 
inconyeniently located as to a national cur- 
rency association. 

A table is included in the circular showing 
by states the amount of capital and surplus 
of national banks entitled to membership in 
the currency association, arranged by states 
and sections. Secretary Cortelyou says it 
will be seen from this table that the hational 
banks within some of the states are not 
eligible to form by themselvs currency as- 
sociations for lack of aggregate capital and 
surplus, so they must be affiliated with 
banks in contiguous states for that pur- 
pose. 

A subsequent circular will define the meth- 
od to be followed in obtaining additional 
circulation through the national bank cur- 
rency associations, today's circular relating 
entirely to their organization. The individ- 
ual banks of the association, however, de- 
siring to obtain additional circulation, must 
submit their applications to the officers of 
the association, and not to the secretary 
of the treasury, and those officers will apply 
to the department. 

Subcommittee to Report About July 20. 

New York, June 12.—The subcommittee of 
the national monetary commission met to- 
day and decided to draft a report which it 
would submit to the full committee about 
July 20. Senator Aldrich, chairman of the 
subcommittee, gave no indication of the na- 
ture of the report or what took place. After 
adjournment Senator Aldrich said: 

The subcommittee of the national mone- 
tary commission appointed for the purpose 
of suggesting a plan for work during the re- 
cess of congress adjourned this afternoon. 
The subcommittee will report to the full com- 
mittee at a meeting to be held about July 20.” 


WIFE SLAVE OF SOUL MATE; 
THREATS MADE TO KILL HER. 


Wisconsin Man Locks Spouse in a 
Lonely House with Affinity and 
Tells Friends She Deserted Him. 


Janesville, Wis... June 12.—[{Special.}]—Im- 
prisoned in a lonely summer cottage several 
miles up the river, Mrs. Richard D. Ashe 
was kept a prisoner and forced to minister to 
the wants of her husband’s affinity. Although 
threatened with death should she attempt to 
escape, she ran away while her husband was 
busy and notified the sheriff. 

At the trial today the story of slavery told 
by the wife was proved and Ashe was sen- 
tenced to eighteen months in the state prison. 

The parents of Ashe's soul mate took their 
daughter home to Waukesha, and the poor 
commissioner gave Mrs. Ashe transporta- 
tion to the same city, where a sister of hers 
lives.

FRENZY IMPERILS WOMEN 


Guards Save Many. from Tram- 
pling When Reprieve of Pris- 
oner Is Announced. 


— 


The morbidly curious thousands who al- 
Ways throng the streets in the vicinity of 
the county jail when there is any unusual 
activity there were the subject of a number 
of strenuous complaints yesterday. The 
fact that many of the curious ones are 
boys and girls was brought to the attention 
of officials and others who were compelled 
to be present at the jail, and the complaints 


wers cartied to Chief of Police Shippy. 


Various pérsons who were present at the 
jail. in official capacities began inquiries as 
to why these madly struggling crowds were 
looked upon as necessary pests instead of 


announced that the crowds were present in 
smaller numbers every day, and that he 
had been unable to drive them away, al- 
though he realized that such associations 
could only be demoralizing to the youths 
who generally were found there. 

On such occasions as an execution the 
appearance of this crowd is looked upon 
as part of the difficulties of a hard day 
at the jail. On other days the same crowd 
of curious ones appear, but in smaller num- 
bers. Usualiy there are from twenty to 
fifty men, women, and children ih front of 
the jail entrance in Dearborn avenue when 
the Black Maria,“ the big, barred patrol 
wagon which transports the prisoners from 
the Municipal courts to the jail, backs up 
with its handcuffed prisoners. Of these the 
majority are youthful.

Execution of Sentence Staid.

It appears from 
section 5 of the United States Court of Ap- 
peals act that this man has the right of 
appeal and that is my decision. In order 
that the responsibility for enforcing the de- 
cigion of thie court may be definitely fixed 
I will enter an order directing the sheriff 
and all other state officials to refrain from 
carrying out or putting into effect the sen- 
tence of death imposed by the Criminal court 
ot Cook county pending the appeal of this 
case to the United States Supreme court.

Deneen and the state board of pardons 
dismissed the petition for commutation of 
sentence early in the afternoon on learning 
of the action of Judge Landis. In explana- 
tion a statement was issued saying: 

„It has been the uniform practice of the 
governor and the board of pardons not to 
pass upon questions which are pending in the 
courts. Accordingly, action was deferred 
until a decision had been fendered in the 
federal court. This noon information was 
received that that court had granted the 
appeal, which removed the case from. the

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Plan to Oppose Attempt by City 
to Regulate Ice Cream Parlors. 


RAISING FUND FOR PURPOSE. 
Clash Over Bakery Ordinance at a 
Couneil Committee Me ting. 


* 


Widespread plans among Chicago Greeks 
to fight in the courts any provisions made 
by the city for licensing ice cream, candy, and 
fruit stores became known yesterday. | 

Ald. Patrick J. Nolan of the Thirty-fourth 
ward informed the license committee that, in 
anticipation of a new ordinance to that ef- 
fect, a fund of more than $3,000 has been 
collected and is being added to steadily. 

“ Practically every Greek who has a corner 
ice cream parlor is back of this movement, 
said Ald. Nolan, and some of the big ones 
are init. Various Greek societies are aiding 
it. It does not make any difference what 
form the license takes, they are going to 
oppose it. For that reason I want to see an 
ordinance passed which will stand the test. 
of the courts. ee 

“The corporation counsel's office advises 
me that the ordinarice ‘will be a hard one to 
draw so as to outline clearly the class of 
business for which it ie intended. Bvery 
drug store nearly keeps ice cream and candy, 
and grocery stores carry fruit, so that die- 
erimination will be difficult.” 

An ordinance drawn about two years ago, 
when it was found that many young girls 
were lured into ite cream stores, was fought 
in a similar manner. 

Clash Over Bakery Ordinance. 

Edward Fi Nockels and a delegation of 
journeymen bakers started a lively time in 
the committee by asking the committee to 
rescind its action in recommending the re- 
peal of the section of the bakery ordinance 
which orders all basement bakeries altered 
within a year so as to have a floor not more 
than five feet below the street level. 

“The ordinance has done a great deal of 
good,” said Andrew Myrup, spokesman of 
the delegation. “‘ Any basement with a floor 
lower than five feet is liable to dampness in 
wet weather and to sewer gas: The gas 
comes in at night when the bread is rising 
and makes it unhealthful. It is also un- 
healthful to the journeymen bakers employed, 
and the preservation of sanitary conditions 
is difficult. We are willing to have an exten- 
sion of time for the bakers who have leases, 
but we do not want the section repealed.” 

“Unganitary conditions in the bakeries 
are due to the journeymen,”’ cried Mathias 
Schmidinger, president of the Master Bakers’ 
association, who was present with counsel. 
“They are so untidy that we can't keep 
things clean, If you leave this basement 
question alone, competition will settle it, as 
soon as the law could. To enforce the law 
would work a hardship on those whose leases 
extend for six or seven years to come.” 

Action on the question was deferred. 


Punishment for Firemen. 

The cases of thirty-nine firemen, charged 
with neglect of duty because they did not 
prevent the theft of brass and copper mount- 
ings from an old hand engine stored in the 
loft of engine company No. 1, were coneinued 
one week by the trial board. The board im- 
posed the following sentences:

WAR AS IT SHOULD BE. 

When Gen. Horace Porter told the 
graduating class of the naval academy 
that soldiers must be taught to shoot bul- 
lets and not to stop them he challenged 
the best thought of our most intelligent 
nations. The theories of war have im- 
proved since the days when the cave man, 
simple son of nature, went out in his in- 
nocent way with a club to beat in the 
head of his enemy, but the practices of 
warriors retain the pristine crudities of 
an age which in other respects is not re 
garded as having been as progressive as 
is the present one. 

Every intelligent person knows that in 
the theory of war the killing of men is 
regarded as a regrettable but seemingly 
necessary incident. Military men insist 
that it is merely an incident, but they con- 
tinue from generation to generation to 
allow the incident to detract from the 
main purpose, which is to persuade an 
opposing nation that the inconveniences of 
belligerency have outweighed the possible 
good to be expected therefrom.

If it be reprehensible for a soldier to 
stop a bullet, why make it possible for 
him to do so in a moment of thoughtless- 
ness or carelessness?

Do in- 
telligent nations care to admit that they 
can find no better way of effecting ‘the 
removal than that of shooting, killing, or 
hurting a man whose intentions personally 
may be cordial towards the whole world

So long as nations insist upon this 
method of procedure they cannot say that 
they have made much progress from the 
cave days. It should be possible to reach 
the desired result in ways which would do 
much more credit to the intelligence of 
civilization.

The magistrate who cannot distinguish 
between the law and the prosecution, who 
does not know the nature of his judicial 
function, who confuses his proper duties 
with those of the prosecuting official, is 
a worse menace to law and social order 
than any culprit at the bar of his injus- 
tice. 


THE PRICE OF PROGRESS. 

An eastern physician finds in the grow- 
ing mortality from heart disease the price 
of the social and material advancement 
of the United States. The American of 
today does not have the rugged constitu- 
tion needed to maintain the pace he must 
travel. Individually we have undermined 
the vigorous health which was character- 
istic of our forefathers. We are bring- 
ing into the world children whose physical 
condition is even less hardy than our own. 

It is a familiar theory that is again 
brought to attention. The “we” needs 
careful definition in order to make the 
statements accurate. If it refers to the 
descendants of the forefathers, what is 
said possibly may be true. But they 
make up an extremely small proportion of 
the country’s population. Even in such 
lines of descent examination of the rec- 
ords in the old family bible show a shock- 


ing infant mortality in the good old

among the youth and people of middle age. 
The hardy pioneer played an im- 
portant part in the development of the 
country. Now that pioneering is unnec- 
essary one can find plenty of stalwart 
men on the farms.

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ING FREDERICK AUGUSTUS of 

- Saxony, by his action in issuing a 
general order to his army permit- 

ting its officers to become freema- 

sons and to join lodges, has created 

a sensation in Germany, and has given 
rise to no end of discussion and comment. 
Of course, it has been done in the face of 


the opposition of the vatican and of the 


Roman Catholic clergy in Saxony, and by 
many it is construed as a prelude te his 
conversion. from the church of Rome to Lu- 
theranism, which. would, of course, enable 
him to remarry. 

For more than half a century the officers 
of the Saxon army have been strictly pro- 
hibited by royal decree from having any 
affiliation with freemasonry, and the last 
four kings—namely: Frederick Augustus II., 
John, Albert, and George-—were such devout 
Roman Catholics that they never would 
have dreamed of offending the church by re- 
moving this restriction, although 95 per cent 
of the population are Lutherans, and the 
reigning house only adopted Catholicism in 
order to enable it to assume in the eigh- 
teenth century the crown of Poland, which 
it subsequently lost. |

The Marquis Kiulio Prinetti, who died 
last Tuesday at Rome, received his title 
of nobility from the king on the termina- 
tion of his three years’ tenure of the office 
of minister of foreign affairs, which was 
brought to a tragic conclusion through his 
being stricken with paralysis during the 
course of an interview with his sovereign 
at the palace of the quirinal. In fact, it was 
Victor Emmanuel,who was the first to spring 
to his assistance and to summon help. 

Prinetti’s ancestors were all Lombard 
merchants, and he himself, until he became 
a cabinet minister, was not only a mer- 
chant, but also a manufacturer, being a 
member of the great firm of Stucchi & Pri- 
netti, the leading concern for the production 
of bicycles and of sewing machines in 
Italy. He was a remarkably clever busi- 
ness man, and, while minister of public 
works in the Rudini administration, put a 
sudden end to the innumerable claims for 
damages on the part of contractors for 
railroads and public works of one kind and 
another by making a hard and fast rule 
that no contractor should be allowed to 
tender for government work who had any 
pending claim against the government in 
the courts. 


The wisdom of this arbitrary decree was | 


speedily demonstrated by the fact that hun- 
dreds of claims were hurriedly withdrawn 
and suits stopped, this going to show that 
they were based not on any valid grounds 
but on the hope that, by means of bribery 
or influence, they might be used to get the 
treasury to consent to the payment of a sum 
by way of compromise. 

His widow, the Marquise Prinetti, is an 
old schoolmate and girlhood friend of Prin- 
cess Bülow, and the intimacy between the 
two women contributed in no small meas- 
ure to that political understanding between 
their respective husbands which culminat- 
ed in the extension of Italy's participation 
in the triple alliance until 1912.

The marriage which has just taken place 
at St. Petersburg between the daughter of 
Prince Alexander Dolgorouki, grand mar- 
shal of the court of the czar, and young 
Prince Kotchubey, lieutenant of the regi- 
ment of chevalier guards, in the presence 
of most of the members of the imperial 
family, serves to recall the fact that it 
was one of the bridegroom's ancestresses 
who was the heroine of the well, known 
story of Mazeppa, which has furnished the 
inspiration to so many poets, chief among 
the number being Pushkin and Lord Byron. 

The husband, on detecting his wife's in- 
fatuation for Mazeppa, bound the latter 
naked to the back of an untamed horse. 
The animal, on being loosened, galloped off 
to his native wilds of Ukraine. Mazeppa. 
half dead and insensible, was released from 
hig terrible position and restored to ani- 
mation by some Cossack peasants, and in 
time rendered himself so popular among 
them that he was appointed first of all 
secretary and-adjutant to Samoilovitch, 
their hetman or chief, and afterwards suc- 
ceeded him as hetman. 

In time he became a favorite of Peter 
the Great, who bestowed upon him the title 
of prince. He availed himself of his ad- 
vantageous position at the court of Russia 
to secure the delivery into his hands of 
the husband whom he had formerly be- 
trayed. After subjecting Kotchubey to the 
most terrible tortures, he turned him over 
to Peter the Great; who put an end to his 
sufferings by causing him to be decapitated. 
Before Kotchubey was put to death, how- 
ever, he managed to issue a warning to the 
czar that Mazeppa was no friend of Russia, 
and was bent upon betraying the latter to 
Charles XII. of Sweden. 

A few months later Mazeppa joined 
Charles XII., and Peter the Great, realizing 
the injustice of which he had been gullty 
towards Kotchubey, caused his memory to 
be revered as that of a martyr. Mazeppa, 
after the disastrous battle of Pultowa, in 
which Charies XII. was defeated, ended 
his life by poison, at Bender, in order to 
escape a worse fate at the hands of Peter. 
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Princess Henrietta of Belgium, duchess 
of Vendome, seems to be winning preémi- 
nence in the role of Diana, and to be ac- 
quiring a place for herself among the prin- 
cipal nimrods of old world royalty. For, 
while deer stalking with her husband a 
fortnight ago in his preserves in the high- 
lands of the Tyrol, she brought down no 
less than twelve fine bucks with her own 
rifle in one day. 

The duchess, who has shot bears in Russia 
and tigers in India, is the niece of King 
Leopold, a daughter of the late count of 
Flanders, and a sister, therefore, of that 
Prince Albert who is destined, on the death 
of Leopold, to succeed him on the throne of 
Belgium. She is married to Prince Emman- 
uel of Orleans, duke of Vendome, a son of 
the duke of Alencon, and a grandson of the 
late duc de Nemours. The duchesse d’Alen- 
con, it may. be recalled, was @ sister of the 
empress of Austria, and perished in the 
flames of the charity bazaar fire in Paris. 

The duc de Vendome, thanks to the in- 
fluence of his aunt, the late Empress Bliza- 
beth, received his entire education and mili- 
tary training in Austria, first at the There- 
sanium at Vienna, and afterwards in the 
Fifth regiment of dragoons, in which crack 
corps he now holds a commission of major. 
Until Prince Albert married and had sons 
the duc de Vendome was seriously consid- 
ered by the leading statesmen at Brussels 
as a candidate for the succession to the 
throne of King Leopold in the event of 
Albert dying without issue,

The duchess of Vendome, who has many 
American friends, and is bent on visiting 
the Rockies and Alaska for the purpose 
of bear hunting, has a younger sister, mar- 
ried to Prince Anthony of Hohenzollern, of 
the Catholic branch of that family. He is 
not on particularly friendly terms with the 
kaiser, and lately has severed his active 
connection with the army, resigned his com- 
mand of the First regiment of dragoon 
guards, giving up his residence at Berlin 
and at Potsdam, and transferring his abode 
to Sigmaringen. 

As his wife was popular in Berlin and 
Potsdam, this move on their part is regarded 
in the light of a great loss to the Berlin 
court and society. Prince Anthony was at- 
tached to the Japanese headquarters 
throughout the war with Russia, and made 
many firm friends in the Land of the Rising 
Sun. His differences with the emperor may 
be said to have come to a head a year ago, 
on the occasion of the visit to Wilhelms- 
hohe of King Edward, when he received 
orders from the kaiser to be in attendance 
as commanding officer of the king’s Prussian 
cavalry regiment, but remained away. 

The fact of the matter is that none of 
the Hohenzollern-Sigmaringens is on par- 
ticularly friendly terms with the emperor. 
They constitute the senior branch of the 
house of Hohenzollern, and seem to regret 
the surrender of their prerogatives as such 
to the junior branch—that is to say, to the 
reigning family of Prussia—during the reign 
of old Emperor William. One of the most 
marked indications of this estrangement is 
the attitude of King Charles of Roumania, 
who, although he makes a point of visiting 
Vienna once or twice every year, and is in 
Germany just as frequently, has only visited 
Berlin once during all the twenty years that 
have elapsed since the succession of the 

throne.

For I found no words before to tell you 
how much love is making all things new to 
me, and now the task is growing harder, 
But I hope that some day Love, having con- 
fused all my feeble utterance, and having 
made me to forget by long disuse the former 
insufficient endearments, will teach me his 
new and nobler tongue. Then I, no longer 
stammering, will tell you plainly, so that 
the words will carry all the meaning of my 
thoughts and touch your soul with the pas- 
gion of mine, that I love you. But Ioan only 
say the words over and over like Mrs. 
Browning's cuckoo song, and if you love 
me you will find the sweetness in them, or 
add it from your own conscious heart.

It je a beautiful evening, moonlight strug- 
gling with clouds. There is a high wind, 
whice Paca, the maid — ay takes care of 
my rooms, declared is singing a lullaby. 
The combination of moving air and diffused 
light outdoors transforms the face of things 
and gives reality to fancies of the mind. 
Thus, this evening, as I loitered by the 
statue of Columbus I could almost think the 
admiral himself was standing there looking 
forward into the starlight for the new land. 
In 1402, the last king of Granada gave up 
the keys of the city to the Catholic sov- 
ereigns. A great event it must have seemed 
to them, and how they would have scoffed 
at the idea that a poor Italian adventurer, 
then seeking ald from court, would so cast 
in the shade all their royal achievements, 
that the year would be tpmembered, not so 
much as the year of the taking of Granada 
as the year of Columbus’ voyage! And it 
is a strange caprice of fate that of all the 
brave and gifted men Spain has produced 
and beaped with honors there is none who 
is remembered as the foreigner she grudg- 
ingly assisted and suffered to die in pov- 


splendor. Madrid resembles Chicago rather 
than Paris in that while there are not so 
many buildings of historic inter.st, there 


is to be found both magnificence and com- 


fort. In the great boulevard which bears 
successively the names of the Prado, the 
Paseo de Recoletos, and the Paseo de la 
Castellana, there is a street which has no 
equal in Paris for beauty. It makes me 
think much of Chicago. The Spanish men 
are generally handsome, the women some- 
times, and the groups on the streets seem 
+ full of life and intelligence, 
— 

Ali educated people here, and most clerks 
in the chief offices and business houses speak 
French. The hotel clerk addresses me in 
German. English is practically unknown. 
There are said to be about 100 persons in 
Madrid who speak English. The Spaniards 
are not only tolerant but courteous when 
educated. The lower class Spaniard is said 
to be intensely antipathetic to foreigners, 
but I have found all classes kind and oblig- 
ing. Some of the phrases they use mean lit- 
tle to them, but sound pleasantly. The 
butcher says to his customer, May it go 
well with your grace,“ the other man in 
the shop says, Health,” and the boy at 
the door says, May your grace walk with 
God.” The last is the common expression 
at parting. The man who sold me tickets 
to the bull fight yesterday gave them to me 
with the wish that God might go with me. 

This bull fight I have mentioned was a 
grand one, and a charitable benefit. Bight 
bulls were given by eight bull raisers. Hight 
matadors of the most skilled in Spain 


erty. 
In Madrid just now there is gayety and 


their services—not a trifling gift, since they 


are paid from $300 to $1,000a day. The royal 
box was occupied by some court women. 
The governor of the province presided. 

The grand entry was imposing, ninety-two 
men being in the cavalcade, preceded by a 
squad of pages in ancient costume. Some 
fourteen thousand people were in the Plaza. 
I, as a diplomat, had my choice of seats 
before the sale of seats was opened to the 
public, and had the best seat in the house, in 
the foremost row with a cushioned seat, while 
common people sat on the hard granite with 
neither cushions nor backs, and the aristoo- 
racy im their boxes at the top were too far 
removed from the arena for the excitement, 

I’m sure John Hay can describe the fight 
better than I can. It was quite exciting, 
though one feature of it was diegustingly 
brutal; when blindfolded horses are guided 
up to the bull to be gored, while their mailclad 
riders escape unhurt. It was a brilliant sight, 
for the men were dressed in silk heavily em- 
broidered with gold and silver, and I'm sure 
the cloak one wore, of delicate pink silk with 
richest embroidery of silk and gold, cost more 
than $1,000. Some twenty horses were killed, 
something more then usual, and people were 
well pleased with the sport. About $10,000 
was realized for charity. I took ten views 
with my camera. It is only fair to say that 
only one-tenth of the assembly were women, 
and that I have met many Spaniards who 
say that they have never deen a bullfight. 

— 

I saw two funeral processions yesterday. 
In one of them.first came a man in uniform 
bearing a black banner, gold embroidered, 
having the cross on one side, the arms of 
Spain on the other. Then came two mar- 

shale, each bearing a silver mace. Then came 
the cross with a dependent cone of cloth em- 
broidered with skull and crossbonee, attended 
by two boys in white robes, each bearing a 
silver candlestick. Twelve priests in black 
robes with white lace waists and wearing 
queer, four pointed hats, marched next. 
chanting a dirge, the note for which was 
given by a big trombone. Three priests 
abreast, in gorgeous robes of gold and white 
silk, brought up the rear of the priestly line, 
Then came the hearse. It was drawn by

ostrich feathers, and wag covered with a 
blanket of black silk with heavy cords and 
tassels.

Beside the hearse walked twenty-four black 
robed nuns, each bearing a lighted candle, 
for the air of Madrid, though N will put out 
a life, will not put out a candie,”’ the proverb 
says. :

Grant Park Plan Criticised. 

Chicago, June 8.—{ Editor of The Tribune] 

Tou asked in a recent editorial honest criti- - 
cisms of the Olmsted plan for Grant park. 
No city ever had a finer chance to build a 
park that would be a delight and inspiration 
to its people, a show place of the world, that 
would stand the test of time artistically and 
be a monument to our generation. This plan, 
as exhibited at the Art institute, appeals to 
me as nothing much more than a fine exercise 
with the compass and T square. A park 
built along those lines will be stiff and hot. 
Just imagine a summer sun beating down on 
the Field mugeum and the great white space 
in front of it. It would be devoid of imagina- 
tlion—commonplace. There is not a surprise 
in the whole park. You know what you are 
to see at each turn: everything ie so mani- 
fest. 

Haven't we in our day an imagination capa-- 
ble of conceiving for ue what the men of old 
Italy built for the eternal glory of her cities? 
Why can't we take a hint from these old 
gardens if we haven't the ability to strike out 
into new ways? 

Is there but one sort of tree that will grow 
there? Need it all be so level? Haven’t we 
dirt enough along the canal to build a re- 
spectabie hill from which an interesting vista 
might be disclosed? Where are the nooks 
and grottos, where the settings for beautiful 
masonry and small statues (not, of states- 
men or war heroes)? 

If it is possible to cover over as much of the 
I. C. tracks as are covered in front of the 
museum, why not cover all the tracks? We 
never can have a beautiful park or approach 
it with the right feeling as long as we have 
to cross those tracks to get to it. If some 


legal process will not pry them off the lake 


front between Twelfth and Randolph streete, 
let us force them into a tunnel, even if we 
have to pay for it. 

I wonder if the late Mr. Field would have 
desired that his magnificent gift to the city 
be made to overweigh everything on the 
lake front. Can't the appearance of bleak- 
ness of the building and its surroundings be 
overcome? Can’t the lines be broken some- 
where, some part screened? 

What would Jens Jeneson do with such an 
opportunity? Has there been an opportunity 
for competitive plans? Are we taking time 
carefully to mature a echeme that will be a 
credit to our great city? Is the Municipal Art 
league alert? Are the societies having the 
artistic interests of the city at heart allied 
and active on as important a question ag 
could engage their attention? Let’s build so 
well that succeeding generations will not 
have the desire to rip it out, as seeme to be 
the case with most of our attempts, and not 
bullt hastily or with the curse of Run 
over it. * CITIZEN.” 


Pleads for Better Care of Babies.

It seems as if one might write something in- 
teresting on the care of babies. TRW TriB- 
uns certainly is entitled to much credit on 
that line, and I am sure mothers appreciate 
all that is being done for them in the way 
of pure food and fresh air; but there is noth- 
ing much done in the way of instructing 
parents and others responsible for the watch- 
ing and taking care of babies at home. How 
often the little ones are sacrificed, run 
over by the cars, drowned, or lost in the 
woods, when a little care by the mother and 
father might have saved them. After an 
accident it is then too late to be of much 
use. The time to act is before such things 
happen. In the first place babies are the 
most important of all things. They are the 
life and soul of this country and of the entire 
world. We all like babies, and should try 
to do everything in our power to protect them 
from accident. 

We have raised five of them and they are 
men and women now, but they are our babies 
still, and every one that came to our home 
is living, and this is the one thing whic 
makes life worth the living. Pa and ma a 
old people now, but we feel happy and thank- 
ful when we see all our babies around us. It 
is true our babies were no different from 
other people's babies, but we made it a duty 
when they were little to watch them and to 
know every minute and every hour where 
they were, and in this way we are rewarded 
by having them with us now tn old age. Our 
advice to parents is, never permit for one 
moment the babſes from your sight. They are 
sure to go where danger is I have known 
them to climb a ladder to the top of high 
buildings, run into the lake or pond, fall into 
cisterns and welils. All of these things hap- 
pened to our little ones, but as we were watch- 
ful and careful, they were rescued from be- 
ing killed and drowned. The baby, 4 years old, 
that went up the ladder to the top of the roof, 
thirty feet from the ground, and was rescued 
by her mother, is a big woman now, and the 
ones that were fished out of the well and lake 
are with us. I tell you it pays to look and 
watch and care for the baby. J. H.

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THEME FOR HIS LATEST 
“Lord Scrawcrow” Is in Part a 
Variant on the Old Faustus 
Idea. 


OME, Italy, May 25.—Mr. Percy Mack- 
aye hes reached that enviable place 
where anything in the way of a drama 
eminating from his pen is sure of at- 
tracting attention. He has established 

his reputation by work at once charming and 
subtle, and now and then he has touched 
the deeps of human experience. In selecting 
the themes of his drama he has followed the 
example of more illustrious men, and instead 
of taking new stories has added to those lit- 
erary structures which have long been in 
existence. His comedy, The Canterbury 
Pilgrims,” his Jeanne d' Are,“ and Sappho 
and Phaon,“ confess by their titles to their 
themes. Fenris the Wolf" was less no- 
ticeable linked to the time forged chain of 
literature, but it, too, dealt with a funda- 
mental idea~—that of the born anarch. Not 
impossibly, Byron’s “Cain” might have 
supplied the first impulge for this. 

Now appears “THE SCRAWCROW ” 
(the Macmillan company), Which has its 
source in the imagination of a great Amer- 
ican instead of a Buropean. ‘“ But for a 
fantasy of Nathaniel Hawthorne,” writes 
Mr. Mackeye in his preface, “ this play, of 
course, would never have been written.” 
And he tells at some length the quaint story 
of “ Feathertop,” pointing out that Haw- 
thorne’s man of straw and rage le the im- 
aginative epitome or symbol of human 
charlatanism, with especial emphasis upon 
the coxombry of fashionable society,“ and 
as such “reveals itself as a satire upon a 
restricted, artificial phase of society.“ Mr. 
Mackaye has taken up the psychological 
idea of a scrawcrow of sensibility, where 
Hawthorne dropped it. Hawthorne’s Feath- 
ertop is ridiculous as the emblem of a super- 
ficial fop, but Mr. Mackaye’s Ravensbane 
is pitiful as the emblem of human pathos.” 

Any one who fs afflicted with those warring 
elements, a sens of the ndiculous and an in- 
etinct for compassion, must often have felt 
that human life knows no tragedy like thet 
of being irrettievably ridiculous. I knew in 
my childhood a good and lonely man with 
the face of an abortive and ridiculous ele- 
phent, at whom grevity itself must have 
smiled. Later I knew am artist of feeling, 
who looked like a badly educated pig. I have 
heard sensible and fine remarks made fan- 
tastic by am incongruous voice and have 
known lives to be practically ruined by some 
physica] defect or preposterous idiosyncracy. 

“Cyrano de Bergerac is really the tra- 
gedy of a long nose. And The Scrawcrow ”’ 
is more immediately and exclusively a 
tragedy of the ridiculous. The author has 
meant to give it a universal significance, and 
he has succeeded in doing what he intended. 

“ Compared with our own ideas of human 
perfection,” he exclaims, ** what human rub- 
bish we are! Of what Incongruous element 
are we constructed by time and inheritance 
wherewith to realize the reasonableness, the 
power, the altruism of our dreams! Yet the 
sense of our common deficiency is, after all, 
our salvation. There is one reality which 
is a basic hope for the realization of those 
dreams. This sense is human sympathy, 
which fs, it would seem, a more searching 
eritic of human frailty than satire. It is the 
growth which dowers with dignity and reality 
the hollowest and most ludicrous of man- 
kind, and becomes in such a fundamental 
grace of character.” 

“The Scrawcrow is the history of a man 
created by the devil and a woman scorned " 
called Blacksmith Bess. The scene is laid 
in a town in Massachusettein the seventeenth 
century, and the imposing person in the play 
is Justice Gilead Merton, who has, in middie 
life attained to piety, propriety, and axio- 
matic eloquence. 80 settled was he in his 
conventlonality that he has found it easy to 
forget that he had once been the lover of the 
reputed witch, Blacksmith Bess, and the 
father of her child. Merton has a neice, be- 
trothed to Richard Talbot, a young esquire 
of parts. This niece, Rachel, is one of those 
who cannot be satisfied with life as it appears 
on the surface, and since witchcraft is the 
interest of the hour, she frequents the smithy 
of Bess and secures from her a mirror which 
would reveal every one who looks in it as 
they really are, divested of all hypocrisy 
and according to the soul of truth. 

Coincident with this, the smoldering fires 
in Bess’ volcanic heart break out, and she 
determines to be revenged upon the man who 
hae filled her life with bitterness. With the 
aid of her familiar, a sort of Yankee Me- 
phistopheles, who blows ber bellows for her 
and performe other services at the forge, 
she converts into the semblance of 4 man 
a scrawcrow which she has fashioned to 
drive away the crows. This man is given a 
string of titles, and is introduced into the 
house of Merton, where he succeeds in doing 
no end of mischief, and, incidentally, con- 
trives to provide himself with a soul. 

The devil, masquerading in this instance 
as the Yankee Dixon, has sent forth Ravens- 
bane even as, in other times and in another 
country, he sent forth Faust, to taste uiti- 
mate delight by winning the love of a maid. 
And as in Faust, it is this love which de- 
velops within him a spiritual essence. 

At the last he conceives at his moment of 
greatest inspiration the idea of sacrfice and 
annihilates himself that Rachel may be 
happy. The preposterous idea is sustained 
by the frank pathos in which the author fair- 
ly revels. The theme might have been con- 


l ceived by Bernard Shaw, but he would have 
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that is another question. 
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they burn green. Mackaye has been fan- 
tastic, amusing, amazing, but consistently 
sympathetic. The curious pley has a mo- 
ment of genuine greatness when Lord Scraw- 
crow casts by his pretentions, and from the 
twilight of his half comprehension speaks 
out of his newly possessed soul. | 

He calle hiniself the ignominy of the 
earth, the laughing stock of the angels,” and 
he tells what his one day of life has meant 
to him, revealing in that brief and passionate 
confession the sense of futility which ie the 
common burden of ue all.

The emotional effect produced is extraor- 
dinary and difficult to characterize, but there 
is no denying that the effect of the play is to 
urge one of that base love of satire which 
corrodes all magnanimity and destroye those 
fine impulses of courtesy which should He— 
enduring substrata—in each human heart. 


The cleverness of the play ts self-evident and 


the significance of it grows as the mind 
dwells upon it.

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TURFMEN MAY GO ABROAD 
OWING TO NEW YORK LAW. 


Frenchmen Expect Large Additions to 
the Steeplechasers on Account of 
Anti-Betting Legislation. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS, June 12.—That the new anti-bet- 
ting law which spells the rum of racing in 
New York will cause more American owners 
than ever to bring their horses to France 
was the consensus of opinion at Auteuil 
today, whither Journee des Drames” 
brought hundreds of racing,devotees from 
all over Europe. 

W. K. Vanderbilt, who was encountered, 
chatted with friends and owners in the in- 


closure, refused to be interviewed, but in the 


course of conversation said the law would 
be a hard blow to racing in New York state. 
W. Duke, Vanderbilt's trainer, developed 
this idea: “I know several American own- 
ers who made up their mind, in view of the anti- 
betting bill, to send to France their entire racing 
establishments. The horses brought over will be 
put over the jumps, for according to Jockey club 
rules horses bred in America cannot be placed 
on the official lists on the flat. I expect many

‘ Boxboard Shares Low.

There is, however, no 
liquidation of consequence, though it could 
hardly be expected that a stock selling 
around this price would be further sacri- 
ficed. . 

The demand for Chicago Telephone shares 
continued fairly good.

There has been no 
motive for the buying other than the rea- 
sons announced to the effect that the share- 
holders may expect either a continuance of 
the dividend rate or its equivalent in rights. 

Commonwealth Edison, after advancing 
to 98 at the opening, closed at 97%, the pre- 
vious day’s final quotation. Business was 
moderately active. 

In the bond department Chicago Railways 
Ss were offered in considerable volume, 
while the series B bonds were bid up to 
81%. The transactions were fairly. large. 


Wabash Terminal Bonds. 

It develops that thus far holders of some- 
thing oven $1,000,000 of Wabash Pittsburg 
Terminal first 4e are held by Chicago in- 
vestors. ‘The amount may be larger, but that 
indicated is known. 

Advices were received from New York yes- 
terday to the effect that the holders of more 
than 25 per cent of the $29,500,000 bonds 
outstanding were preparing to consider with 
the protective committee the terms of the 
agreement presented. It is the sense of thse 
bord holders that the protective committee’s 
form of agreement lodges an unnecessary 
amount of discretion with the committee 
in handling the property of the bond, de- 
positors. It is possible that Chicago bond 
holders will codperate with these particular 
New York interests in considering the pro- 
tective agreement. 


Erie Issues Weak. 

Anmouncement that J. P. Morgan & Co. will 
accept notes of the Erie railroad company 
to meet interest coupons maturing prior to 
July 1, 1000, did not have a favorable influ- 
ence on the Erie issues. The sale of notes 
for. this purpose only emphasized the hard 
lines in which the Erie railroad company 
finds itself. and it will require a great deal of 
resourcefulness on the part of E. H. Harri- 
man, who is understood to be the prime factor 
in seeking to save Erie, to prevent a recely- 
ership. 

National Banks Stronger. 

Completion of the reports of the national 
banks of the country to the controller con- 
cerning their condition on May 14 indicates 
a further strengthening of reserves since 
Feb. 14. At that time the banks were much 
beyond legal reserve requirements. Since 
then they have increased their cash, that ia, 
specie and legal tenders, by over $72,800,000. 
The total number of banks making’ return 
was 6,778 on May 14, as against 6,608 on 
Feb. 14 

While increasing the reserve account the 
banks also increased their loans by over 
$105,000,000, and their deposits, Individual 
and bank, increased over $814,000,000. Of 
this gain $206,800,000 was in individual’ de- 
posits. The appended tables indicate the 
changes in the principal items as shown on 
May 14 as against Feb. 14, 1908, and as 
against March 22, 1907, The changes follow:

ERIE FUNDING PLAN (FACTOR 


Fall in Union Pacific Bonds on Curb 
Market Is Unsettling. 


(FROM THE NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL 
LEADER. 

NEW YORK, June 12.—[{Special.]}—An in- 
crease in business on the stock exchange to- 
day was at the expense of prices for the 
movement was abruptly downward from the 
opening until well on toward the close of the 
session. In this interval there were scored 
such losses as 4% points in Union Pacific, 
3% points in Reading, 3 points in Northern 
Pacific and St. Paul, while smaller declines 
were to be found in plenty throughout the 
list. In the last half hour of trading support 
appeared and fractions of the earlier losses 
Were regained. 

This sudden outburst of activity, following 
the dullness of the preceding days of the 
week, as well as the weakness of prices, came 
as a surprise to the financial community, 
which had leoked for nothing more than 
stagnant markets until after the close of the 
Chicago convention. 


Erie Plan Factor in Weakness. 

There were a number of developments dur- 
ing the course of the day, however, which 
went far to explain the situation. The an- 
nouncement of the Erie's plan for funding 
its interest charges on certain issues of 
bonds was a confession of weakness which 
Nad hardly been looked for, although the 
falling earnings of the road had brought 
some such measure looking to the conserva- 
tion of the road's cash well within the possi- 
bilities. 

n the same way the slump in Union Pacific 
bonds on the curb market, where they sold 
at 95, although the issue price was 05%, 
proved unsettling, indicating as it did a 
flotation much less cordially received than 
the Pennsylvania’s. In addition to these 
two matters it was plain that a bear group 
was at work in the stock market, the surest 
evidence of this being found in the variety 
and character of rumors affecting the credit 
of. individuals and companies set afloat dur- 
ing the day. Such underhand work seems to 
be the inevitable accompaniment of specula- 
tive operations for the decline in these days 
and so far at least no means has been de- 
vised to put an end to it. It is hardly 
necessary to add that in no single instance 
were any of the reports of this character 
founded upon truth. Railroad. statements 
coming to hand were unfavorable, although 
those of the Rock Island and St. Louis 
and San Francisco for the month of April 
made clear again the more successful efforts 
which executives are making to control ex- 
penses. 


Banks Gain $10,000,000. 


Preliminary estimates of the currency 
movements of the week indicate a cash gain 
of some $10,000,000 by the banks, and, in 
view of the dull markets which have been 
the rule, the greater part of this should 
show in the bank statement unless the 
financing incident to the Union Pacific bond 
offeting has had an adverse influence. The 
greater part of the gain which the banks 
made has béen due to receipts from the 
interior, these having been the largest for 
any week since that of May 1 last, which 
was in turn a record for several years. 
Money rates were again easy and foreign 
exchange markets unchanged.
